Mr. Eng anid that the question 
of native doctors enme into pro- 
mineuce because of the superiority 
of the western trained practition- 
crs, Some time ago attempts wera 
made by the National Government 
to Jegaliae the native doctors, by 
moking them undergo an examtIna- 
tion before they were allowed to 
commence practice, but nothing has 
yet materialised. 


Specint Training. 


He contended that, the Western 
trained practitioner was better 
than the native doctor, not only be. 
cause he was in possession of his 
diplomas, but also because he had 
no systematic training, was trust. 
worthy, and observed a strict medi 
cal etiquette, especinity in: relation 
to the Drug Act: and he underwent 
a syatem of training that ook six 
years to complete. 


On. the other hand, any unquall- 
fied person could read a few books, 
and after a while hang out a sign 
and call himself a doctor, No such 
things as X-rays, chloroform, or 
ether were known to native doctors, 
They did not believe in the pre- 
sence of germs, but aseribed all 
diseases to heat, cold and wind. 


The Other Side. 


Mr. Koxik, in reply, pointed out 
that it would be impossible to dis- 
cuss such a subject without going 
into the native system, which was 
based on over 6,000 years’ ex- 
perience, an experience of trial and 
arror. No native doctor could con- 
tinue his practice if he killed one 
or two of his patients, and he con- 
tended that the native system had 
stood the test of time, The wes- 
tern viewpoint was always — asso: 
elated with bacterin, while the 
native’s wax something akin to 
philosophy. ‘ 


Mr. Choo ably seconded the pro- 
posal, and stressed reasons for the 
abolition of native doctors, 


Mias Lai pointed out the speak 
ers for the proposal had not men- 
tioned the innumerable cases where 
disenses, incurable according to 
western standards, had been cured 
by native doctors, and said thot if 
the native doctors were replaced 
by western practitioncra, — no-cne 
would make ‘a study of the valu- 
eble medicinal contributions — the 
former have made, “which would 
eventunlly be lost to the world. 

Several other members of the so- 
ciety entered the discussion, —in- 
cluding Professor W. J. Gerrard, 
who said, in reply to a statement 
by the last speaker, that western 
practitioners would ‘be only too 
glad to utilize the native herbal 
medicines, if they were found bene- 
ficial, He instanced several cases 
of a disense that was uncurable by 
western practitioners and he had 
repentedly made efforts to obtain a 
certain native herb, which was said 
tu be a cure. However, none had 
so far been forthcoming and he 
could only aasume that the native 
doctors did not trust their cures. 

AMter several other vpeakers had 
offered their quota to the debate, 
which, proved .muat interesting 
throughout, a vote wag put. to the 
meeting, and by a narrow margin 
a negative vote was recorded, 42 
voting for, and 43 against, the pro- 
posal, .

PEAK ROAD THEFT. 


YOUNG CHINESE SENTENCED 
FOR LARCENY. 


Property belonging to Mr. W. 1. 
Marshall, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New York, was alleged to 
hive been stolen frum 18, Peak 
Road, the residence of Mr. H. H, 
Petherick, by a young Chinese who 
appeared before Mr. Wynne Jones 
at the Central Police Court yester- 
day. 

The defendant denied the charge, 

Detective Sergeant D. Fitches 
stated that on Saturday afternoon 
at about 1 o'clock the defendant 
was seen on the drying roof of 18, 
Penk Road. He had an overcoat 
and a suit of clothing in his hands, 
having removed them from a line 
on the roof. The house coolie who 
saw the defendant chased him, the 
accused jumping from the roof, a 
height of 16 fect before being 
caught by the cook on the ground 
floor. 

The defendant's story waa that 
he had asked an amah whether a 
certain man lived on the premises 
and was directed to the first floor 
where he would find his friend. 

After ‘Mr. Petherick identified

“BROKEN ‘PROMISES. 


The statement Issued by _the 
Shanghai Municipal Council 
clarifying the position as between 
the settlement authorities and the 
Powers comes at an opportune mo- 
ment, seeing that it practically 
synchronises with the action of the 
Japanese in utilising the Settle- 
ment for disembarkation of the 
newly-arrived troops. This action, 
‘ag Reuter points out, is directly 
contrary tu specific promises made 
by the Jnpancae to the consular: 
authorities. After showing that 
the Council has no authority or 
control whatever over the interna- 
tional forcea employed in the  de- 
fence scheme of the Settlement, 
Mr, Fessenden makes it clear that 
the Japanese unit‘has been allotted 
the northern sector purely for de- 


fensive measures and the protec. | 


tion of the Settlement as a whole, 
adding, very pertinently, | that 
“anything done by the Japanese In 
CXCCHA of purely defensive 
meusures contemplated by the de- 
fence plan is something for which 
the Settlement suthorities —gnd 
commanders of other nationnlitics 
aunnot be held responsible.” This 
expresses In other words the reply 
recently made by the Chairman of 
the Council, Brigadier General 
Macanghten, to the protest of the 
Mayor of Shanghai, in which it 
wag plainly stated that “the Japan- 
ese Government, and not the 
Municipal Council, is solely rea- 
ponaible for the acts of the Japan- 
ese armed forces in tho, Settle. 
ment.” ' 

It-da well that the exact position 
should be made clear, since there 
appears to have’ been considerable 
misapprehension on the matter 
amongst the Chinese in Shanghai. 
The fact of Japan's responsibility 
having been -established, the {rsue 
becomes one of supreme impor- 
tanceand it is not surprising that 


‘considerable anxiety is being felt 


abrond over the situation thus 
erented. From the very outset, the 
Powers concerned have urged upon 
the Japanese Government the un- 
desirability of any interference in 
the Settlement. For example, 
some little time back, the British 
Ambassador in Tokyo drew the

Lausanne in June. 


The reparations copference, with 
the approval of France and other 
interested governments, is now to 
be held in June. The official com- 
munique gives no inkling of the 
basis of the agreement, but sur-

tion and French ‘insistence that 
any arrangement shall be no more, 
than temporary until the crisis [8 
over and Germany ‘has recovered 
her enpacity to pay. The object 
of the conference in June will be 
to agree tpon a Insting settlement, 
to put an end to 4 problem which 
has vexed Europe for eleven years. 
Tho irony which runs through this 
chapter of international relations 
Is that Germany — offered at 
Versailles to pay virtually . the 
aime amount as was subsequently 
agreed upon in’ the Young plan; 
but while Germany probably would 
have beon able to acquit ‘itself of 
its debt, had its offer been necepted 
and the violent economic and finan- 
cin| upheavals been avoided, it has 
now become doubtful whether, 
after the experience of the last 
yenr, any concession other than 
gancellation will hereafter be found 
nuflicient, The story of the Inst 
eleven years is, one of “political 
wrangling and financial uncertain- 
ly” The former seeretary to the 
Reparation ‘Commission, who ‘was 
afterward secretary to the Dawes. 
Committee, and finally Commis- 
sioner for Controlled Revenues in. 
Berlin, speaks frankly about the 
folly of the astronomical figures 
which were employed. The pro- 
gressive reductions did not im- 
prove matters, because they always 
came too Inte, At last, it is be- 
coming understood that economic 
and finaneial problems should be 
treated without passions and pre- 
judices.» Looking back on the 
roparation period, we can see 
where mistakes were made. But 
this retrospective discovery of mis- 
takes, though interesting, will be 
fruitless unless it leads those in- 
yolved to the resolve that, in facing 
the new International, financial and 
economic problema which present 
‘themselves to-day, rational action 
shall be taken and solutions reach- 
ed before they are too late.

FASCISM ‘AND 
ITALY 


TOWARDS THE GUILD 
STATE. 


Tho old, year in Italy was mark- 
ed by tho extent to. which -ccono- 
mic problems ‘have taken posses- 
sion of Italians, from Government 
officials to private Individuals of 
every category, to the exclusion 
of politicals~international ques- 
tions. In dealing with some of 
them Mussolini has been able to 
act going with a sure hand the 
workings of a Guild State, Tho 
Fascist revolution has. replaced 
the Liberal political and social 
order of government by a differ- 


rent type of cconomic and produc: |. 


tive organisation of society, in 
which the State enters the ccono- 
mie aphere with courage and en- 
terprise. The Fasciat State con- 
trols, but docs not monopolise the 
economic activities of the country, 
to the detriment of individual en- 
terprise. Mussolini — claims to 
have avoided the defects of So- 
clalism as well as those of Liber- 
alism., His realixm, shutting out 
wny Utopian vision of abolition of 
private property, secka,. through 
the corporations, to abolish the 
“Gnconveniences” of the capitaliat 
system. When he announced this 
winter that Fascism would “yo de- 
eidedly towards the pedple,” . the 
disciplining and not the dethrone- 
ment of the capitalist classes: wis 
in hla mind, 

In apite of gloomy prophecies, 
the lira exchange remained firm 
even after the fall in sterling. 
Italian finance these last months 
has been based on & balanced bud- 


yet of paynients, and guaranteed | 


by the deflation of the currency 
necumulated reserves and Ly the 
readjustment of the prices of 
goods and of labour to the stabi- 
lised Jevel of the lira. Italy haa 
reaped somo advantages of a poor 
country, deprived of haying any 
recent recourse to foreign lonns, 
and-driven by the world crisis to 
rely on her own resources moro 
than in former days. Resources 
being somewhat meagre, economic 
expansion has been curtailed, and 
many business enterprises, started 
during the postwar jerlod of in- 
flutton, have been forced into 
Hquidation; but It is the. opinion 
of the Government that a more 


J healthy economic condition is the 


result of automatic pruning. 
The Council of Corporations. 


Hope 18 expressed that fuller 
-powers Will be given soon to .tha 
National Council'of Corporations 
which is presided over by Mussu- 
lini, This year-old Council, which 
crowns the entire Syndicalist or- 
ganisntion, exercises rights near- 
ly equal to those of a real leviala- 
tive assembly, and . promises — to 
develop. into. a parliament of a 
true Guild type representing the 
different categories in the country. 
Its chlef concern this winter has 
been the discussion of commercial 
treaties and tariffs, Its members 
ask for a new tariff. policy, ..but 
it is diMeult for Italy to advance 
a fixed polley of her own in «the 
present tangle of world cconomics.

CHINESE YOUTH SENTENCED 
ON SERIOUS CHARGE. .

"Five yeara hard Inbour was the 
sentence Imposed upon Li Mun, a 
Chinese convieted yesterday at the 
Criminal Sessions of carnal know- 
ledge of Tam Mei-yuk, a Iittle 
girl aged eight years, at Monykok- 
tani, on October 16, 1931. 

The necused was orkeinally 
charged wilh rape, but thia indict- 
ment was altered when the Chief 
Justice (Sir Joseph Kemp) in his 
summing up showed that a clilld 
aged aight was not old enough to 
appreciate the action and could 
therefore nelther give consent nor 
withhold It. 


Accuned’s Defence. 


In ‘giving evidence on his ‘own 
behalf, necused ‘denied the allega- 
tions made against him and con- 
tended that the child had been 
taught to atate them. He augges- 
ted that the amnh ‘might have 
taught her oa he and = she had 
quarreled over a slight matter, He 
also denied that he had made any 
confeasion to the child’s mother, 
and pointed out that if he had, 
why had'‘she not caused his arreat 
immediately? He also plended 
that he had not run away which 
proved that he was not guilty. 

After a short deliberation, the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty 
of carnal knowledge, and Hla 
Lordship imposed the sentence as 
atnted, Sir Jaseph added that he 
had passed a lenient sentence for 
two reasons: because of accused's 
youth and beeause the offence had 
not been suMeient to inflict in- 
jury to the child.

EXPLORER’S RARE 
HAUL IN TIBET. 


An extraordinary story of hard- 
nhip and adventure on the moun- 
tainous borderiand of Tibet and 
Burma haa reached the Natural 
Yigtory Museum 
ton, from Mr, F, Kingdon Ward, 
naturalist and explorer. 

The letter indicates that Mr. 
Ward aucceasfully ’ penetrated .a 
16,000ft. pass into Tibet, remained 
there for three weeks, and is now 
back In clviliantion with what is 
expected to prove a rich haul of 
new and rare planta. 

Mr. Ward. has obtained speci- 
mens of 1,200 species, many of 
which are certain to. be now, in 
addition to seeds of rare plants. 

So grent.is the demand for new 
aeeda from these unexplored moun- 
taina, particulaFly of rhododond- 
rona, that the finding of a few new 


-apectes may be sufficient in itself 


to justify an expedition. Such 
seeds are acldum on the = open 
market, buyers being confined to 
an Hmlted number of rich horticul-

SALESMAN SAM 


SHOULD NATIVE DOCTORS BE 
ABOLISHED? 


A most Interesting . debate be- 
tween the: Education Society. and 
the Medleal Society of the Hong- 
kong University was held in the 
Union Assembly Hall last night, 
the subject being “That native 
doctors should be replaced by wes- 
tern trained practitioners.” Messrs. 
Yeoh Guaneng and Tan Hee-choo, 
were proposer and seconder ” re- 
spectively, while Mr. Chon Koxlk 
was ably assisted by Miss K. Lal 
ax the opposition. The chafr was 
occupied by Mr. Li Ka-tung, of the 
Education Society. 


In introducing the speakers, the 
Chairman pointed aut that the sub. 
ject was. of special interest not 
only to medical practitioners nnd 
those who were undergoing Wes- 
tern training at the University, 
but nlxzo to those whe were sick 
and in ill-health. ; 


Mr. Eng snid that the question 
of native doctors came into pro- 
minence because of the superiority 
of the western train practitton- 
ers, Some time ayo attempts were 
made by the National Government 
to legalise Uhe native doctors, iby 
making them undergo an examinn- 
tlon before they were wlowed to 


commence practice, but nothing has 


yet materialised. 
Special Training. 


He contended that the western 
trained practitioner was better 
than the native doctor, not only de- 
cuuse he was In possession of his 
diplomas, but also because he had 
aA systematic training, was trust- 
worthy, and observed n strict medi- 
eal etiquette, especially in relation 
to the Drug Act: and he underwent 
a ayatem of training that took six 
years to compirte. 


On the other hand, any unquali- 
fied person could read a few books, 
nnd after a while hang out a sign 
and call himself a docter, No such 
things as X-rays, chlvroform, or 
ether were known to native doctors, 
They did not believe in’ the pre- 
gence of germa, but ascribed — all 
diseases to heat, cold ond wind. 


The Other Side. 


Mr, Koxik, in reply, pointed out 
that It would be impossible to’ dis- 
cuss such a subject without yzoing 
into the native system, which was 
based on over 6,000 yearn’ ex- 
perience, an experience of trinl and 
arror, No native doctur could con. 
tinue his practice if he killed one 
or two of his patients, and he con- 
tended that the native system had 
stood the test of time. The wea- 
fern viewpoint was always" asso- 
elated with bacteria, while the 
native's was something akin to 
philosophy. 


Mr. Choo ably seconded the pro- 
posal, and stressed reasons for the 
abolition of native doctors, 


Miss Lai pointed out the spenk- 
ers for the proposal had not men- 
tioned the janumerable cases where 
disenses, incurable aecording to 
western standards, hil been cured 
by native doctors, and said that if 
the native doctors were replaced 
by western practitioners, no-cne 


‘wottld make a study of the valu- 


thle medicinal contributions the 
former have made, which would 
eventually be lost to the world. 

Several other membets of, the so- 
ciety entered the disenssion, —in- 
cluding Professor W. J. Gerrard, 
who said, in reply to a statement 
by the last speaker, that western 
practitioners would be only tov 
ilad to utilise the native “herbal 
medicines, if they were found bene- 
ficial, He instanced several cases 
of n disease that was uncurable by 
western practitioners and he had 
repeatedly made efforts to obtain 2 
certain native herb, which was said 
to be a cure. However, none had 
so far been forthcoming and he 
could only usaume that the native 
doctors did not trust their cures. 

‘After several other tpeakers had 
offered their quotn to the debate, 
which proved must interesting 
throughout, a vote was put to the 
meeting, and by a narrow margin 
na negative vote was recorded, py4 
voting for, and 43 against, the pro- 
posal.

NOTED VISITOR. 
RACIAL SURVEY EXPERT IN 
HONGKONG. 


Mr. Paul H. Stevenson, of the 
Department of Amatomy of the 
‘Peking Union Medical College, is 
passing through Hongkong on his 
way to Hainan Isinnd in con- 
nexion with an anthropoligea} re- 
conaissance of the peoples of the 
south-east coastal: region. 

This reconaissance is part of a 
thorough survey of the castern 
Asiatic mainland. The survey 
has already occupied nearly ten 
years and is now drawing to a con- 
clusion, 

In addition to having covered 
ull the provinces of China proper, 
the survey has-been carried out 
tnlong both the Mongolian and 
Tibetan fronticrs, - The results of 
the survey will be published un- 
der the auspices of the Academia 
Sinica. 

Mr. Stevenson initiated the sur- 
vey in connexion with lils studics 
of racial anatomy. After his visit 
to Hainan Island, Mr. Stevenson 
will return to Hongkong and then 
proceed northwards, visiting the 
principal Coast ports en route.

The statement issued by the 
Shanghai Municipal Council 
clarifying the position as between 
the settlement authorities and the 
Powers comes at an opportune mo- 
ment, seeing that it practically 
aynehronises with the action of the 
Japanese in utilising the Settle- 
ment for disembarkation of the 
newly-arrived ‘troops, This action, 
as Reuter points out, {6 directly 
contrary to specific promises made 
by the Japanese to the consular 
authorities. After showing © that 
the Council has no authority or 
control whatever over the interna- 
tional forces employed in the  de- 
fence scheme of the Settlement. 
Mr. Fessenden makes it clear that 
the Japanese unit has been allotted 
the northern sector purely for de- 
fensive measures and the  protec- 
tion of the Settlement as a whole, 
adding, very pertinently, that 
“anythingg done by the dupanese in 
of purely defensive 
mensures contemplated by the de- 
fenee plin is something: for which 
the Settlement authorities and 
commanders of other nationalities 
cannot be held responsible.” This 
expresses in other words the reply 
recently made by the Chairman of 
the Council, Brigadier General 
Macanghten, to the protest of the 
Mayor of Shanghai, in which it 
was plainly stated that “the Japan- 
ese Government, and not the 
Municipal Council, is solély — res- 
ponsible for the acts of the Japan- 
exe armed forces in the Settle- 
ment,” ‘ 

It is well that the exact position 
should be made cleur, since there 
appenrs to have been considerable 
misapprehension on the matter 
amongst the Chinese in Shanghai. 
The fnet of Japan's responsibility 
having been established, the issue 
becomes one of supreme impor- 
tance, and it is not surprising that 
considerable anxiety is being felt 
abrond over the situation thus 
created. From the very outset, the 
Powers concerned have urged upon 
the Japanese Government the un- 
desirability of any interference in 
the Settlement. For example, 
some little time back, the British 
Ambassador in Tokyo drew the 
attention of the Japanese Forcign 
Olllce to the dangers to which the 
Nves and interests of British 
nationals have been exposed: by 
Japuneso action, and - protested 
againat the use of the Settlement 
as a base for attack. Washington 
hos also addressed Jnpan on 
stmilar lines, but, notwithstanding 
ussurances by the Tokyo Govern- 
ment, the Japnnese on the spot have 
acted {n direct opposition to the 
pledges of their-Governmerit. Deal- 
Ing with this issue, no Shanghaf 
commentator, who has certainly 
bas been by any means pro-Chinese 
{n hia observations, recently urged 
that the landing and omployment 
of Japanese forces in the Settfo-

Surely 
her promises shoukl count for 
something, World opinion, a8 the 
chief Japanese delegate at the 
League Council recently admitted, 
fs hostite towards Japan. It fs 
Hkely to be intensifled by the latest 
developments. * The danger to the 
Settlement arises; not as Japan 
nays, from the proximity of Chi- 
nese forces, bul from’ the tractics 
which the Japanese military and 
naval commanders are adopting by 
infringing its long-vstablished 
neutrality.

FASCISM AND 
ITALY 


TOWARDS THE ‘GUILD 
STATE. 


Tho old year in Italy was mark- 
ed by the extent to which ccono- 
mic problems have taken posscs- 
sion of Itallans, from Government 
oMcials to private Individuals of 
every category, to the exclusion 
of political international qucs- 
tions. In dealings with some of 
them Mussolini has been able to 
set going with n’aure hand the 
workings of a Guild State. The 
Fascist revolution has replaced 
the Liberal political and soctal 
order of government by n differ- 
ent type of economic and produc- 
tive organisation of society, in 
which the State enters the econo- 
mic sphere with courage and en- 
terprise. The-Fascist State con- 
trols, but does not-monopalise the 
economic activities of the country, 
to the detriment of individual en- 
terprise. Mussolini claims to 
huve avoided the defects of So- 
cialism as well na those of Liber- 
aliam. His realism, -shutting out 
any Utopian vision of abolition of 
private property, seeks, through 
the corporationa, to abolish the 
“Sneonveniences”™ of the capitalist 
system, 
winter that Fascism would "go de- 
cidedly towards the people.” — the 
discipllhung and not the dethrone- 
ment of the capitalist classes wis 
in his mind. 

tn spite of gloomy prophecies, 
the Hirn exchange remained firm 
even after the fall in sterling. 
Itallan finance ‘these Inst: months 
has been based on a balanced bud- 
xet of payments, and suaranteed 
by the deflation of the currency 
accumulated reserves: and by the 
rendjustment of the prices of 
goods and of labour to the atabi- 
Hised level of the'lira, Italy lar 
reaped some advantages of a poor 
country, deprived of having any 
recent recourse to foreign loans, 
and driven by the world crisis to 
rely on her owit resources more 
than in former days, Resources 
being nomewhat meagre, economic 
expansion has been curtailed, and 
mnny business enterprises, started 
during the postwar period of in- 
flation, have been forced into 
liquidation; but it ia the opinion 
of the Government that a more 
healthy economic condition is the 
result of automatic pruning. 


The Council of Corporations, 


Hope is expressed that fuller 
powers will be given svon to the 
National Council of Corporations 
which ix presided over by Muasso- 
lini, This year-old Council, which 
crowns the entire Syndicalist or- 
ganisation, exercises rights near- 
ly equal to those of a real lecisla- 
tive assembly, and promises to 
develop into oa parliament -of a 
true Guild type representing the 
different cutegories in the country. 
Ita chief concern this winter hag 
been the discussion of commercial 
treaties and tariffs, [ts members 
ask for n new tariff policy, but 
it in diMcult for Italy to advance 
a fixed policy of her own in the 
present tangle of world economics. 
The principle of —bilaternl com- 
mercial treaties is adhered to, but 
some safeguards are neceasary to 
gain a just balance. Italy has 
been rudely awakened to her losses 
by the way that Yugo-Slavia, in 
spite of .a commercial treaty, has 
been free to dump cheap live stock 
in-Italy to: the serious detriment 
of the home market. * 

Another disappointment has 
been the commercial treaty with 
Russia, hailed with delight at tha 
time by a large section of op- 
timiats, | Trade with Russia shows 
n deficit much in Russia's favour, 
und there is real uneasiness as to 
eventual payment of Italian ex- 
ports. Russian agreed to pay by 
instulments up to _ forty-two 
months’ credit, the credits being 
covered by a Government guaran: 
tce to the extent of 75 per cent. of 
the total value of each order. 

Tho New. Year will entail sacri- 
fices from both -capitalists and 
workers.. It is surprising how un- 
prepired Italian manufacturers 
were for the antl-dumping _mea- 
sures. England had been for so 
many gendrations the paradise of 
manufacturers of Italinn furnish- 
ing fabrics, woollen goods, furni- 
ture, enrly vegetables, and citric 
frults, that they found it difficult 
to believe the British Government 
would take such drastic measures. 
Unlesx the Italian Government 
comes to some arrangement sith 
England many manufactories must 
close altogether. Of negotiations 
there-are no signs at present. The 
official renson, given is that Great 
Britain has the right to putiup 
its tariffs, and any form of pro- 
test just now would be useless. 
The industrialists say that there 
will be negotiations after the 
Ottawa conference, when Italy 
will ask for help. in the shape of 
favoured nations clauses. ;

Diteuition Overcome. 


One of the greatest diMiculties that 
the Committee has had to contend 
with wna that of the supply of am- 
munition. The cost of 0.303 ammunt- 
tion purchased locally has ranged 
from $16 to $20 per [00 rounds. . Tho 
Committee realised that such o cost 
was prohibitive and that untess some- 
thing could be donc about it, . the 
formation of, the Club might as well 
be abandoned. It wan found that men 
connected with the Services, the 
Volunteern and the Polico were in 
position te obtain ammunition at 


somewhnt privileged rates and on the ‘A 


matter being submitted te Govern- 
ment, the Intter after consideration 
expressed their willingness to give the 
Club a small grant towards the cont 
of ammunition to those to wham the 
privileged rates did not npply. This 
grant has made the formation of the 
Club a possibility, One of the causes 
of the delay in the formation of the 


4] Club has been that the Committee

ammunition difficulty.

CHINESE YOUTH SENTENCED 
ON SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Five years hard labour was the 
sentence {mposed upon LI Mun, a 
Chinese convicted yesterday at the 
Criminal Sessions of carnal know- 
ledge of Tom - Mel-yuk, — a, little 
girl aged elyht years, at Mongkok- 
tsui, on October 16, 3931, 

The accused was originally 
charged with rape, but this indict. 
ment was altered when the Chicf 
Justice (Sir Joseph Kemp) in his 
summing: up showed that a child 
aged wight was not old enough to 
appreciate the action and could 
therefore neither give consent nor 
withhold it. 


Accused’s Defence. 


In giving evidence on his own 
hehalf, neeused denied the allega- 
tions made aguinst him and con- 
tended that the child had been 
tnught ta atate them, THe suggen- 
ted that the amnh-= might have 
tuught her as he and = ahe had 
quarreled over m slight matter. He 
lao dented that he had made ony 
confession to the child’s mother, 
and pointed out that if he had, 
why had she not cansed his arrest 
immediately? He also pleaded 
that he had not run away which 
proved that he was not guilty, 

After a short deljberation, the 
jury returned n verdict of guilty 
of carnal knowledge, and His 
Lordship imposed the sentence an 
stated, Sir Joseph added that he 
had punsed a lenfent sentence for 
two reasons: because of accused's 
youth and because the offence had 
nat been sufficient to inflict ine 
jury to the ehitd
